Carefully, he explained to the jury 
how @n upright of the ladder from 
which the famous baby allegedly fell 
to his death matched perfectly a piece 
of flooring taken from the attic of 
the Bronx house in which Hauptmann 
lived at the time of the kidnaping— 
March 1, 1932. 

“As a result of a careful study of 
the two,” the expert testified. “I hare 
come to the conclusion that those two 
pieces at one time were one piece. 
They have been cut in two.“ 

With a calmness surpassing that of 
the handwriting experts who named 
Hauptmann as the author of the ran- 
som letters. Kohler, a middle-aged man 
of average stature, bald, and mild 
of manner, demonstrated the experi- 
ments which led him to the conclusion 
that Hauptmann’s tools built the Jad- 
der with Hauptmann’s wood. 

He recited his painstaking tracing 
of the ladder lumber from a South 
Carolina mill to a Bronx lumberyard 
and .thence to Hauptmann’s garage. 

He demonstrated the use of Haupt- 
mann’s wood plane, revealing the simi- 
larity of its knife marks to the marks 
on the ladder. 

He recounted how he had matched 
nail marks in an upright of the lad- 
Aer with the nail marks in two beams 
in Hauptmann’s attic, using enlarged 
photographs to make his statements 
more vivid. 

He testified, too, that a wood chisel,

The o American, in a copy- 
righted story, said Bolton had named 
all participants in the crime and that 
his written statement was now in the 
hands of J. Edgar Hoover, head of 
the division of investigation of the de- 
partment of justice at Washington. 

The story brought jmmediate and 
con.licting statements. Said Hoover. 
“There’s not a word of truth in it.” 
Said Police Captain John Stege. un- 
derworld authority of the Chicago 
force, It sounds probable.” Said D. 
M. Ladd. agent in charge at the Chi- 
eago division of investigation, “Fed- 
eral agents have not questioned Bol- 
ton about the massacre.” 

In view of the conflicting state- 
ments it was recalled that for 10 
days federal. agents denied having in 
custody Mrs. Lester Gillis, “half- 

int” widow of the slain “Baby Face” 
Nelson. and the refusal of local fed- 
eral officers for days to admit they 
had custody of Arthur “Doc” Bark- 
er, apprehended the same night 
Bolton was taken after a raid in 
which Russell Gibson, another Karpis- 
Barker satellite was slain. 

Named as trigger men and plotters 
in the massacre by Bolton, the Amer- 
ican said, were: Murray Humphreys, 
one-time No. 1 man of the Capone 
mob, now serving a term in Leaven- 
worth for income tax evasion; Claude 
Maddox, hoodlum still at large; Fred 
“Killer” Burke, serving time in 
Michigan for murder; Gus Winkler, 
slain underworld go-between; Fred 
“The Brains’ Goetz, university man 
turned gangster, and Bolton. 

Seven Were Slain. 


Slain in efforts to exterminate the 
George “Bugs” Moran gang on the 
day that all the world was supposed 
to be in love were: Peter Gusenberg, 
ex-convict: Frank, his brother; Adam 
Heyer, alias Arthur Hayes, ex-con- 
vict: James Clark, brother-in-law of 
Moran; John May, garage mechanic; 
Albert Weinshank, and Dr. Einhardt 
H. Schwaimmer. 

The whole plot was a story of the 
familiar “double cross,” the effort of 
Al Capone to maintain control of a 
dog track at Lyons, III., which one of 
his affiliates. Frank Uale, Chicago 
and New York gangster, coveted. Uale 
was reported to have thrown his al- 
legiance to Moran, North Side leader, 
in attempts to “cut in” on the dog 
track and Capone hired “Killer” 
Burke and others to protect his in- 
terest. 

Moran’s ‘headquarters were in a 
North Clark street garage. For days 
Bolton was reported to have watched 
the place and then given the alarm 
when he saw Moran’s cohorts enter, 
Moran with them. The killers enter- 
ed, two dressed in police uniforms. un- 
limbered machine guns, lined up their 
victims, and blazed away. Moran had 
disappeared and since “retired.” 

Arrests and alibis followed and no 
solution was fothcoming, although at 
that time Police Lieutenant rank 
Cusack said ballistics tests pointed to 
Bolton, former navy machine gunner, 
living under an alias. 

Meanwhile the hunt for Alvin Kar- 
pis, desperate co-leader of the Karpis- 
Barker gang wanted for the $200,000

Wallace Wade, Alabama’s. first great football coach, now holding the 
head coach’s job at Duke; Coach Bill Alexander, of Tech, and Thomas, 
of Alabama, represented the nationally famous football coaches. 


Thomas and Alexander got to dis- 
cussing various ways and means of 
keying up football: players. 


“Alex” had just watched several 


super-plays of the Rose Bowl game. 


such as Howell's “Immelman” twist 
out of the hands of three Stanford 
tacklers on his five-yard drive for Ala- 
bama’s first touchdown; Howell's 67- 
yard run; how Demyanovich took out 
Moscrip and Riley Smith's beautiful 
block of Bobby Grayson. 

Coach Thomas was telling how a 
high school coach of his acquaintance 
out in Indiana had trained his sprint- 
ers by pacing. them with greyhounds. 
also by putting weights in their shoes 
in practice as handicaps and by cam- 
ouflaging the high-jump and vaulting 
bar with black and white paint to 
create an optical illusion. 

It was recalled that some of the 
old-time athletes—particularly the 
prizefighters—used to steel their 
nerves with stychannine tablets and 
other stimulants equally as powerful.

Leading Figures Attend 


First Annual Banquet 
Here.

“The South's in the Saddle—” 
And it seemed that all was right 
with the world. 


One of the cleverest of Grantland 
Rice's poems of 1934 was the theme 
of his talk last night before the Jun- 
ior Chamber of Commerce's first 
sportsmanship’ banquet last might at 
the Capital City Club. And the south 
was in the saddle for one night, any- 
way. 

The Murffeesboro, Tenn., boy who 
came te Atlanta to write sports in 
1902 at the magnificent sum (as he 
expressed it) of $8 a week, was the 
honored speaker at the dinner. And 
the man who subsequently became the 
nation’s greatest sports authority and 
writer; the man who gave to sports 
writing the metric, as well as the 
literary touch, gave the south due 
credit for its great conquests in the 
field of athletics during recent years. 


PRAISES MEHRE, THOMAS. 


He mentioned the University of 
Georgia’s fifth straight victory over 
Yale in football—the only time this 
feat has been accomplished by any 
team—in referring to Coach Harry 
Mehre, of the Athens Bulldogs. 

He referred to Coach Frank Thom- 
as, of Alabama's Rose Bowl cham- 
pions, who sat near him, as having 
done the greatest job of football 


coaching of the year in bringing to 
the deep south football's greatest 
honor. 

He spoke of Bobby Jones, who sat 
on his right side, as the greatest golf - 
er of them all and a man who has 
done more for the oldest of games than 
any of the pioneers in that depart- 
ment, 

He mentioned Tulane’s victory over 
Pop Warner's Temple Owls, which he 
termed the outstanding football team 
of the east. It was about Alabama 
and Tulane that Rice wrote his 
“South’s in the Saddle.” And who will 
forget those cheering lines written be- 
fore either of these games were 
played. 

Grantland Rice did not overlook a 
thing from the south’s Angle. And the 
strains of “Dixie,” which welcomed 
his joint introduction by Robert F. 
Maddox and 0. B. Keeler seemed 
most appropriate. 

The guests—there must have been 
near a hundred—stood and cheered as 
Colonel Maddox introduced one cele- 
brity after another. Maddox, the toast- 
master for the oceasion, spoke of 
Bryan Grant and Charlie Yates, 
among others, as having brought cred- 
it to Atlanta in the world of sports. 

CLASSIC WORDS. 

But O. B. Keeler's introduction of 
Rice was a masterpiece in itself. He 
e the beauty of Rice's 
poefry, which is really among the best 
in literature. 

He spoke of Rice's classic contribu- 
tions along this line—his immortal 
coinage of the “Four Horsemen of 
Notre Dame.” 
mous Rockne's famous 
1924—the quartet of

Listeners thought of other great 
poems of his, that dealing with the 
death of Ring Lardner, the March of 
Notre Dame, written in glorification 
of Rockne's last great team—that of 
1930—Carideo, Schwartz, Savoldi, 
Brill, Cannon, Moynihan and others. 

Three Noted Coaches. 

There were three Rose Bow! coaches 
in that audience—William A. Alex- 
ander, of Georgia Tech; Wallace 
Wade, of Duke, and Thomas, of Ala- 
bama. 

When Rice referred to the Alabama 
team of 1934 as “one of the most 
beautifully coached teams I ever 
saw,” and of Dixie Howell, Alabama's 
great back, as the “best backfield man 
I ever saw,“ they knew that he was 
speaking sincerely. 

Rice, ever a fair-minded commenta- 
tor, did not pick Dixie Powell on his 
All-American selection for Collier's, 
but that was before the Rose Bowl 
game.

Paris was robbed of $25 and was 
slashed with a knife. He identified 
O’Neal as the negro who cut him. An- 
other negro, indicted with O'Neal, is 
a fugitive. 

Arthur Woods, negro, who was 
charged with the murder vf Mrs.. J. 
P. Hubbard and her son, James Pierce 
Hubbard Jr., who were killed when 
struck by the negro’s car October 29, 
was given a total sentence of four 
years when a jury returned a consent 
verdict of voluntary manslaughter on 
the murder charge and a verdict of 
guilty on a charge of failing to stop. 

A manslaughter verdict was return- 
ed in the case of Charlie Ford, negro 
charged with the knife-murder of M. 
C. Price, another negro, October 28. 

Judge B. C. Gardner,.-presiding in 
the emergency division, sentenced 
three white youths to service 30 days 
on the chain gang and nine months 
on probation when they pleaded guilty 
to an attempted holdup of M.

New Disposal Machine 
To Be Tried Out Here 


Material savings in the cost of 
sewage disposal are hoped for by the 
city as the result of a demonstration 
machine which is to be installed by 
the Filtration Equipment Corporation, 
of Chicago, at the intrenchment creek 
disposal plant. 

Mayor Key said Wednesday that 
if the new method of sewage disposal 
is only as partially as effective as its 
sponsors claim, it will mean a saving 
to the city of several million dollars.

He said it was the same type of 
equipment now being used by the city 
of Chicago and added that, in addi- 
tion to the initial demonstration, it 
was planned to conduct some addition- 
al experiments while the equipment 
was in operation.

the proposal for cansolidation of the 
Fulton and DeKalb county govern- 
ments and those of all municipalities 
within the two counties. 

Mayor Key said he signed the gov- 
ernment consolidation proposal not be- 
cause he agreed with all details in- 
corporaed in the paper as it now 
stands, but because he approved of the 
plan in principle and desired to get 
it before the legislature where details 
could be worked out to suit all con- 
cerned. 

In regard to the annexation pro- 
posals, the mayor said he understood 
that the one for adding the territory 
at Clark University to the city would 
add approximately no taxable prop- 
erty and at the same time would ob- 
ligate the city for the expense of fire 
protection and other municipal serr- 
ices. He conferred with City Engineer 
xaymond Torras and the board of 
tax assessors and asked the latter 
body to submit a report on the. value 
of the taxable property involved be- 
fore he finally passed on the pa per. 

The proposal to annex more than 
six square miles of territory on the 
north side, including Druid Hills, 
Emory University and other areas, 
has been returned to committee for 
further study.
